Presidential Secretary Charles 
U. Ross disclosed 
today that 
Truman personally directed that 
MacArthur withdraw the state- 
ment he had sent to the Chica- 
go Encampment of Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. 
In that state- 
ment, MacArthur had declared 
the safety of the United States 
demands that Formosa remain 
in friendly hands. 
This was. at .the least, off tan 
gent 
from 
the 
administration' 
declared 
policy that Formosa' 


future must be settled at the in 
ternational level. 


So Truman, in addition to th 
crackdown on MacArthur, mad 
public a letter to Warren Austin 
the American ambassador to th 
United 
Nations, • repeating 
hi 
Formosan policy "to the end tha 
there be no misunderstanding con 
cerning the position of the gov 
ernment of the United States." 
The whole incident seemed cer- 
tain to leave lasting scars in a 
situation already marked 
by 
sharp differences between some 
high military and diplomatic of- 
ficials over foreign policy. 
There were indications that i 
would lead, too, to further deter

MacArthur gave great military 
Importance to Formosa, last major 
stronghold of Chinese Nationalist 
forces, in his cabled message to the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 


The United States has no armed 
forces on Formosa, but the U. S. 
Seventh fleet has been patrolling 
the Formosa strait to prevent an 
often-threatened attack by Chinese 
Communists. 


The commander In chief of the 
United Nations forces fighting in 
Korea described a "natural" de- 
fense line, of islands 'in' the Pa- 
cific. 


From this line, MacArthur said, 
"we can dominate with air pow- 
er every Asiatic port from Vlad- 
ivostock to Singapore." 
He Indicated- Formosa was a 
key spot In this defense line and 
said "historically, Formosa has 
been used as a springboard" for 
"military 
aggression 
directed 
against areas to the south." 
MacArthur said Formosa, if hejd 


by the enemy, "could be compared 
to an unsinkable aircraft 
carrier 
and submarine tender ideally lo- 
cated." 


The general said he was voicing 
his views on Formosa "in view of 
misconceptions 
currently 
being 


voiced concerning the relationship 
of Formosa to our strategic poten 
tial in the Pacific." 


MacArthur said we can dominate 
Asiatic ports from a chain of Is- 
lands extending in an arc from the 
Aleutians to the Marianas. •'

Truman, who last Friday ordered 
the railroad industry seized by the 
government to avert a nationwide 
strike. 


A half hour after Truman or- 
dered seizure, the two strike-threat- 
ening unions called- off their walk- 
out scheduled for today.' The la- 
bor gr6ups — the 
Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen and order of 
Railway 
Conductors — said 
their 


300,000 members will stay on their 
jobs for the government.

President Truman today signed a 
bill bringing 10,000,000 addltiona 
persons under old age Insurance 
calling It -"an outstanding achieve 
ment." 


In a statement, the president de 
clared: 


"Expanded coverage and Increas- 
ed benefits In old age Insurance 
should now be matched by steps 
to strengthen our unemployment 
Insurance system. 
"At the same time, we urgently 
need a system 
of 
Insurance 
against loss of wages 
through 
temporary or permanent disabili- 
ty."These and other vital improve 
ments in our social security law 
are needed In addition to the aot 
which I have signed today, 


written by the 
"I shall continue to urge action 
on this unfinished business and 
know that the committees of con 
gress are now preparing to give 
these matters serious 
considera 
tion." 


Truman attacked.as "very unfor 
tunate". the so-called 
"Knowland 
amendment" sponsored, by Senatoi 
Knowland (R-Calif) which the sen 
ate added as,a rider. He expresset 
hope congress-will "reconsider this 
ill-advised provision." 


This is a provision which admin- 
istration spokesmen contend wbulc 
restrict the authority of Secretary 
of Labor Tobin to withhold unem- 
ployment compensation funds from 
states failing to meet federal stand- 
ards. 


The- millions of additional work- 
ers 
will come under the old age 


benefit program and begin paying 
payroll taxes next January 1. Per- 
sons now retired will start getting 
bigger checks a few weeks hence 
in October. 


The new law also more than dou- 
bles payroll taxes over the next 20 
years, to help pay for the larger 
benefits. The payroll taxes will in- 
crease from $7,800,000,000 this year 
to about $7,800,000,000 In 1970.

Truck Is Burned 


BETHLEHEM, Pa., Aug. 28—UP) 


—Three men escaped with minor 
injuries Sunday night as a big trail- 
er-truck loaded with dynamite col- 
lided with another truck and then 
caught fire. 


AH 
three leaped clear of 
the 


wreckage seconds before the gaso- 
line tank of the larger truck—car- 
rying 600 cases of dynamite—ex- 
ploded. 


Police 
said 
the driver of the 
smaller truck, loaded with fertlli- 
zer, was William B. Szilagyi, 
Easton, Pa., R. D. 1. 


27, 


Driving the larger truck 
was 
Scott Boyer, of Dover, N. J. Riding 
with Boyer was John Crawn, also 
of Dover. 
Szilagyi told police that the dyna- 


mite-laden truck struck the 
rear 


of his truck, mounted a 10-foot em- 
bankment and then overturned on 
top of the smaller vehicle on route 
22 one mile north of Bethlehem. 


Boyer and Crawn, employed by 


the Whitten Transfer Co., Clarks- 
burg, W. Va., jumped from 
their 


truck as Szilagyi crawled from his 
smashed car. 


The explosion and fire that re- 
sulted attracted a crowd of 3,000. 
Firemen brought the blaze under 
control two hours later. 


None of the dynamite— being tak- 
en from the Hercules Powder Co., 
plant at Dover, N. J., to Clarks-

Expansion Of FFA,4-H Activities 
Noted At Beef Cal

Navarro 
county's first 
annual 
FFA—4-H beef calf show Saturday 
wasn't just another "steer parade." 


Four things stood out: 
1. An amazing expansion of FFA- 


4-H activities. 
2. Production of top-grade live- 


stock—and lots of it. 
3. Excellent training and exper- 
ience for the future farmer. . 


4. A slowly growing pTibllc in- 


terest. 
The show these youngsters put 
on at the Fairgrounds through 
joint co-operation was far sup- 
erior to the "steer parades" of 
the past—when a mere handful 
of persons attended. 
In 1948, for example, there were 


only 11 4-H beef calves in the coun- 
ty. Now there are 33. Exhibited at 
the show Saturday were 45 steers, 
belonging to both FFA boys and 
4-H youths. 
More and more breeders, buyers 
and cattlemen are beginning to 
take note of the rural youngsters' 
work. 
"This is the foundation for big- 
ger things to come," said J. N. 
Edens, president of'the fair asso- 
ciation, as he toured the show area 
Saturday morning. 
FFA expansion has come as a 
result of Gilmer-Aikin educational 
legislation. 
Corsicana, 
Emhouse 


Show Saturday 
and Frost schools added vocational 
agricultural departments last year. 
"It looks like we're going to 
have the largest and best bunch 
of 4-H steers ever," said Curtis 
Henderson, 
assistant 
county 


agent, commenting on proposed 
fair exhibit*. 
Showmanship and grading were 
stressed at the youngsters' calf 
show, which attracted 100 specta- 
tors. 
The buyer purchases according 
to grade—and the boys and girls 
learned how to spot the high-pri- 
ced meat. Pointers were given in 
showmanship to help them compete- 
better for prize money at the fair; 
Leading the group in showman- 
ship was teen-ager John Whitten, 
an FFA lad from Mildred. He got 
the blue ribbon. 
John Myers, 20, a Mildred 4-H 


boy, 
won second. 
Glendon Thomas, 17, of the Eu- 
reka 4-H club, placed third in show- 
manship. 
The county fair next month will 
have 
something 
new—a Jersey 


show. Fair officials have announ- 
ced that the Texas Jersey Show 
Club will stage its event during the 
annual livestock show next month. 
Exhibits from a wide area over 
East Texas are expected and some 
local entries are anticipated in 
view of Navarro county's efforts to 
increase interest in' the dairying 
industry.

The United Nations troops drove 
them nine miles north from whence 
they sprang back to the offensive 
that has carried them to the gates 
of the No. 2 east coast port, In 
South Korea. 


Correspondent Boyle reported U. 
S. infantry, powerfully supported 
by armor, moved into position to 
backstop the South Koreans trying 
to hold Pohang. 
' U. S. Fifth Air Force pilot ob- 
. servers reported heavy fighting 
.from Waegwan, 12 miles northwest 
of Taegu, all the way to the east 
coast — 45 airline miles. The pi- 
lots said the Red drive was going 
strong. The South Koreans fought 
stubbornly. But they were forced 
back by superior numbers. 


The Reds had thrown into the 
battle 40,000 of the 64,000 troops 
they have pressing against the 
front which Is anchored on the 
south coast west of Masan port, 
27 airline miles west of Fusan. 
-Before the late Monday air and 
field reports were received the 
8th Army In Korea and General 
MacArthur's headquarters in Tokyo 
had reported the Red drive con- 
tained. 


At the Pohang airstrip, six miles 
below the. No. 2 South Korean east 
coast port, Correspondent Boyle 
said American officers were op- 
timistic about the possibility of 
stopping the Communist assault. 
Boyle's report tallied with Air 
Force information that one of the 
roads south of Kigye, mountain 
town nine miles northwest of Po- 
hang, had been brought under mor- 
tar fire. Kigye has changed .hands 
several times in the fighting. 


The AP correspondent said It 
appeared from the air that Com- 
munist shells were reaching to- 
ward the Pohan-Angang route, an 
east-west artery. 


The route was still being used 


Monday night by the allies to feed 
supplies into Taegu, 45 miles to the 
west. 


In a message directed to the 
South Koreans, Lt. Gen. Walton 
H. Walker, U. S. Eighth Army 
commander in Korea, urged them
